French Aeroplane Makes 
400-Mile Flight to Sofia, 
Dropping Bombs. 


London, April 22.—The Germans have 
resumed the offensive before 
Verdun, 
putting their infantry in action on both 
banks of the Meuse, but failing to gai^ 
additional 
ground, 
according 
to 
the 
French war office bulletin. 


The principal attempt to advance was 
made east pf the Meuse following an in- 
tense bombardment. 
Paris reports that 
the French artillery foiled the attempt 
and caused the Germans heavy losses. 
The scene of this fighting was between 
the river and Fort Vaux. 


To the west just oeyond the Meuso 
+he Germans put liquid fire into play in 
attacking the French lines north of the 
Caurettes woods, but the assault is de- 
clared to have been barren of advantage 
to the crown prince's forces. 


In the Balkans a French aeroplane 
made a 400-mile flight from the alli^'d 
lines to Sofia and return, dropping four 
large calibre bombs on a Zeppelin shed 
in the Bulgarian capital.

by French, airmen, the Doiran region 
being given especial attention.

HOW TO PITCH 


(By Charles R. Cox, Champion Horseshoe 
Pitcher of Ohio.) 


One of the really important features of 
learning to pitch horseshoes is to learn 
to stand and step correctly. 
In starting 
your pitch, stand erect, with your weight 
almost entirely on your right leg. (See 
illustration.) 


As your arm swings back, step forward 
with your left foot for a 
distance 
of 
, about two and a half to three feet. .As 
at 7 o'clock 
and you release your shoe, you should bé In' 
a position as j shown In cut, yoUr weight 
being supported on the ball of your left 
foot and the tae of your right foot. I 


Don't step forward with your right, as, 
it puts your 
knee iin a 
position 
that 
hampers a free arm swing, being directly 
in the way, and is likely at any time to 
stop the pitch with painful results.

Don't make the .step before making a 
swiiig. 
When you do so, it hampers .a 
free arm swing, and puts à strain on the 
' muscles of the back. 
There should be 
' absolutely no strain on:a mati pitching in 
' correct form. 
(Note: "These instructions 
are for right-handed j>itchers.

posite will be for southpâ.ws.) ;

The really good pitcher- does not take 
' chances but plays a safe game at ail 
stages.

li—Don't pitch for ringers if j'ou have

3—Place your shoes;in front of the peg, 
where it is hard to knock them away, 
and v,-hcre your opponent's shoes will 
! skid on them., 


4—If your opponent leads ànd has dnly 
orie close shoe, pitch your first shoe to 
knock it;away, and your second shoé for 
a .^coring one. If both his shoes are good 
It is almost Impossible to knock 
them 
away and still score.

The Mothers' club of oFrt Wayne ia 
interestinjî itself in the proposal for 
a mothers'* pension law for Indiana.-. At 
the meetinir oi the Mothers' club, at 
the Y. W. C. A. on Wednesday, Mra. 
C. W. Honeck spoke in suppçrt of auoh 
a measure, and also advocated thao it 
be broadened to include incapacitatfcd 
fathers. 
In the course of her address, 
Mrs. Honeck said: 


"Mothers' pension bill for -Inditmaî 
Why not? 


"Indiana is the only lar^re state oi 
the Union that has not adopted such a 
law. 
Tw \ity-six states already have 
it; why not Indiana? 
Indiana has as 
many dependent 
mothers as Illinois, 
Ohio, New 
Y'ork 
and other stîftes. 
These states see the advisability 
oi 
such a law, why can not Indiana? 


"The system of pensioning good moth- 
ers of dependent children, enacted into 
law four years ago by the Illinois leg- 
islature, is such a great success in its 
operation 
that 
it 
is /revolutionizing 
methods of organized , charity 
every- 
where, and our state should not be the 
last, but rather the first to adopt this 
iiner method of saving children. 


"The old inhuman, worn out, imprac- 
tical method is to take children away 
from their mothers, and send them to 
institutions at an expense to taxpay- 
ers of three times what it takes to pay 
the mothers to take care of their own 
children in their own homes. In the old 
way the mother's heart is broken and 
children are made motherless. 


"Think what this would mean to you 
well-to-do mothers, if an officer arrived 
at your home today with a warrant au- 
thorizing him to take all of your chil- 
dren away from you, and pla,ce each In 
a different institution. 


"How would you feel? 
What would 
you do? Would you say, 'I am thank- 
ful to the law, that relieves me of tl\e 
companionship and 
love 
i i my. own 
children. 
I know I shall soon forget 
all about them. 
I know that my chil 
dren raised in an institution Avithoue 
mother love will be so thoroughly dis 
ciplined and institutionalized that they 
will grow to tine men and'women and 
forget they ever had a mother.' 


"Would you say 'Institutions are so 
highly systematized 
that all children 
should be raised on the institution plan 
without mpther and father, without lov 
and affection, without sisters and broth 
ers, without home and happiness?' Would 
any mother with a true mother's hear 
feel like the above Avhen these little 
lives were given to her to take care of 
and to rear properly? You simply would 
lock the doors and bolt your window 
and threaten to shoot thé first person 
who attempted to take your cniiaren 
i#om you., 


"Would you light to the last ditch 
share your last crumb and work your 
fingers to the bone to save your children 
to yourself? 


"Poor mothers love the companionship 
of their children. 
They say, 'God haa 
joined tliese children 'to me by the great 
tie of motherhood. 
They are mine until 
death part us.' 
Some mothers think 
their children more dear to them than 
life itself. 
Do you? 
Then, why take 
away the children from a mother who 
is poor, as tlie law of our state does 
now and has done in the past for many 
years. 


•'Why should a dollar be a wparator 
of mother and child? ' Why not have 
Indiana adopt the mothers' pension sys 
tem just as the state of Illinois ha 
done, and save the homes, save the tax 
payers money and save ourselves the 
disgrace and dishonor of being in the 
business of breaking the hearts of good 
mothers by legally 
kidnapping their 
children ? 


"Child poverty should b& abolished 
in Indiana by means of the mothers 
pension system. 
The mothers' pension 
system was adopted in 1911 in Illinois 
In five years it has spread to other 
states, Indiana being 
the only large 
nôrthern state that does not pension 
mothers of dependent children. 


"The mothers' pension law begins to 
save money for the tax payers as soon 
as it- is in force. 
Indiana tax payers 
now pay from ten to fifteen dollars i 
month to orphan homes and other in 
stitutions for takiijg 
care of children 
•whose mothers are living. 
Mothers can 
take care fcf -their own children at less 
expense. 
Mothers are fitted by nature 
to take care of childi'en. 


"Children raised in institutions are 
expected to return to family life some- 
time. 
When they grow up and get mar- 
ried they do not know how to keep 
housiy and many fail and their failure ia 
an expense to tax payers. 


"Children weakened by poverty and 
disgraced by charity are usually unable 
to make good in life. 
No man could 
raise a horse on half rations and expect

Been 
N e a r l y 
Eliminated in San 
Antonio, Texas, by 
Building of Homes for 
the Former "Bird of 
111 Omen." 


BIRD of ill-omen. 


Thus was classed the "bat 
by Pliny and other ancient 
naturalists, and If one were 
to 
judge 
by 
appearances 
only he rnight agree with 
those wise men. 
But 
the 
^ 
\ V 
^^SLs turned 
several 


times 
since 
the 
days 
of 


^ 
Pliny, and while one may 


admire him and his works still, in the light ot 
events that have transpired since then, 
cno 
must agree that there were lots of things Pliny 
had to learn. 


One can but regret that he didn't live longer, 
^ven until the present day. 
The -world might 
have been better with more men of the Plin" 
type, and he would have made his mark In 
some way or other in the twentieth century. 
There were many things he didn't know, but he 
•would have learned. 


Yet, it has taken the world a lone time to 
appreciate the bat. 
In the first place, its very 
appearance is against it. It is one of the most 
horrible-looking creatures imaginable. It would 
appear to be a cross between a bird and a 
mouse. 
A creature of the night, lookltig like 
some monster on a diminutive scale, with its 
horrible snapping mouth, its furred body and 
the wJngs, or membrane, which connects its 
claWed limbs, it more than any other creature 
resembles those pictures of Satan, in which 
the king of hades is represented with a pair of 
gigantic membrane wings. 
It stands out alone 
In zoology. 


It inspires more terror than the snake. There 
Is something more mysterious, more terrifying, 
about it than about the snake. 
The snake is a 
creature of the daytime and it makes its war 
»piselessly about, which is Nine of the most re- 
pulsive features. 


A man with rubber heels, coming up behind 
you on a dark night, or even in daytime, in- 
spires a sort of surprised terror. 
Well, that is 
how the snake acts on most people. 
It never 
lhakes a noise, unless it should take a fancy to 
hiss, as some species'do when aroused, or mer- 
rily shake its rattles, as the rattlesnake has a 
habit of doing, and it is this 
nolselessness 
which inspires the feeling against the snake. 


As a matter of fact t h e snake, as a rule, Is 
a very harmless animal. 
There are some which 
might bite you occasionally, but the average 
»naite, t^e black or other field snakes, merely 
r^eds on insects which destroy crops. 
And this 
Is fiomethln«: which humanity has learned since 
the days of Pliny. Of course one cannot say 
I, good FPri? for the rattlesnake, the copperhead, 
the poisonous moccasin, the hoa constrictor and 
the poisonous snakes of India, but the non- 
poisonous snake is a very well-behaved creature, 
although it causes the same shudders to shako 
the human frame as would a poisonous snake 
when the jtiuman unexpectedly encounters ono 
0/ them. 


Pliny and his contemporaries classed the bat 
as a bird, while zoologists ot a later day say 
It is not a bird tout a mammai. It is not a bird, 
because no conventional bird will suckle its 
young. 
The 'mt suckles its young'. 


True, it do^B fly, arid nothing but a bird or 
Insect has a right to fly. And here again the 
bat, although now classed as an animal, re- 
fuses to cortform to conventional standards, and 
Insists on flying. 


Then, concerning the "ill-omen" part of the 
bat's reputation: It lis a far way from Pliny's 
d4y to the first d e c ^ e ot the twentieth cen- 
tury, but it has taken all that time, and it Is 
qtiite a considerable aniount of time when one 
counts up. for the scIeptlB^ of today to dis-' 
cover that the bat is a benefactor^ of the hu- 
man race.

It was generally known that the bat lived 
principally 
on 
insects, although 
occasionally 
one hears of the vampire; -which is supposed to 
^uck the blood of sleeping humans. 
The prev- 
alence of the vampire drama and the vampire 
movie and the various vampiro stars has done 
nothing, to add to the popularity of the mytho- 
logical vampire bat. As a matter of fací there 
may be cases where a bat has sucked, the bipod 
of some animals, but there, are few of thé read- 
ers ot this article who can point out any specific 
instance where some friend or relative fell , a 
victim of a vampire of the flying kind. 


There are bats N3.hd bats. 
They are every- 
where, scattered alLover „the world. • 
• * •.. 


Th® king bat of all makes its habitat on the 


Island of Java and specimens 5 feet from tip 
to tip have been caught there. 
But the ordi- 
nary bat is a gentle creature. 


Apparently they are attrected by the light, 
for those who have lived in the country can 
recall Instances when on some summer nighc 
à bat would suddenly appear in the hobse and 
fly around and around, while all the broonis in 
the house were requisitioned in the attempt to 
chase it out the open doors or windows, or 
sweep it down from the top of thé room. 
LAnd it generally took conslderabl» time and 
skill before the intruder was swept out. Some- 
times, when struck by a broom, the bat would 
dart down and perhaps ibecom© entangled" in the 
hair of some rnember of thè household. 


In recent years there have been several Cases 
of rècord where the skins of bats were used in 
the manufacture of women's cloaks and coats, 
and their beautiful, soft, furry çkln makes as 
attractive a garment as does the skin of the 
mole. 


But it remained for a physlfelan of San An- 
tonio, Tex., Dr. Charles A. R. Campbell, to 
. demonstrate that the bat Is a guardian of the 
health of humanity. 
It took the physician a 
good many years to 
persuade 
the 
ordinary 
run of humanity 
to regard 
the bat as 
he 
does, but he " finally succeeded in San Àntònlo. 
As a result the city has a municipal bat roost, 
where the bats .may dwell in ah ideal existence, 
where they will not be . disturbed by other 
creatures, human or animal. 
Also, the city 
has passed an ordinance making it a tnisde- 
meanor for any person to willfully or malicious- 
ly kill a bat. 


Why? 
Because the bat preys principally on 
mosquitoes, and because mosquitoes are bear- 
ers of disease germs, with which they inocu- 
late liunian beings. 
In San Antonio the mos- 
quitoes bear malaria germs, and It Is on this 
account that the ,,city decided to follow Dr. 
Campbell's advice jind protect the bats. 


But before that-scientists the world over were 
deeply interested in I)r. Campbell's theory con- 
cerning the cariYlng of malaria germs by mos- 
quitoes. 
, 
- 
- 


It was the discovery that mosquitoes carried 
the germs of yellow fever which paved the way 
for the practical elimination of yellow fever iti 
some of our Southern cities and In numerous 
tropical seaports. 
Since then , there has been 
no yellow -fever Iii New Orleans, which fre- 
quently suffered from scourges of this disease. 
..When it was learned that it was the mosquito 


•ifiiiCh carried yellow fever and was responsi- 
ble for the epidemics, war was declared on the 
mosquito, and since then tho city has been 
free of the disease. 
The sam« way in Havana,. 
Colon, Panama City and other tropical ports. 


Now, Dr. Campbell has long held that the 
germs of malaria were carried by mosquitoes 
w^hich inoculated humans. 
Exterminate 
the 
mosquitoes, therefore, appeared to be the rem- 
edy for malària. 
Swamps and ponds may be 
drained and a careful watch kept for the mos- 
quitoes, bpt it is going to breed and exist on 
the smallest possible excuse. 
It will thrive in 
a tin can which Is thrown out In a lot and in 
which a few drppS of rainwater miy collect. 
In vacant city "lots, wh^re the weeds grow high, 
an^ xy^re the sun cieldpni touches tho ground 
bed^usé of t^é lyxurlan^ growth of weeds, tho 
mosquito flnds ^ paradise. 


Hence I)r. b^mptéll decided that the protec- 
tion pï 
bàt Would bé the best way to ex- 
terminate the mosquito. 
It also would prove 
a much more inexpensive and certain méana 
than drainage or pouHlig oil oil the surface of 
ponds and other pools of stagnant water. 


The bat is a nocturnal animal, and feeds on 
insects. 
The mosquito is a nocturnal insect 
The 'bat goes forth at night to feed, and th« 
most plentiful thing it finds In some localities 
is the mosquito. 
Nothing more natural then 
than for the bat to feed on th® mosQiuito. And 
it does. 
It is the greatest natural prey the 
bat has. 


The bat» seeks dark, quiet, lonely places fpir 
its residence. 
The dark attic of some country 
hôùsë, thè cracks and ' crevices of à desérte^ 
building offer an ideal place, for It to sìéèp 
during the. day: and it sleeps by hanging by its 
claws, head downward, from some beam or 
rafter. 


In warm climates it Is at Work day and night. 
In colder climates it hibernates and hangs head 
down all winter from its* roosting plàce. Cracks 
and crevices in caVea are favorite places of 
hibernation, afid some time the adventuresome 
country youth, entering a cave with a lamp or 
candle, may awaken hundreds of the creatures 
that immediately (begin stir^rmlns about 
the 
light. 
' 


Dr. Mitchell Is a practicing physician, and is 
attàched to . thé Health Department of the City 
of San Antoiilo. 
Certain séotlons about San 
Antonio, and in particular at Lake Mitchell, 
were formerly almost uninhabitable.on account • 
of the prevalencs of malaria.- Sciehtiflc re- 
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Improvements In building his second bat WiMt 
solved the problem. 
One was that bats have a 
wonderful sense of smell and locate their habi- 
tations much by this. The other is that the ear 
of the bat is so constructed that any loud nols* 
Is annoying to it. 


When Dr. Campbell built his second bat roost 
at Lake Mitchell he made some changes in th« 
Interior construction and then placed in it a 
quantity of guano and also sprayed the struc- 
ture with a mixture that gave off the odor ot 
guano. 
The result was that the bats began to 
use the structure almost at once. 


Houses around Lake Mitchell were so much 
Infested with bats that one or two of them 
were 
almost uninhabitable and efforts wer» 
being made to kill tliem off.' Such houses were 
practically free from malaria. 
In order to get 
them to take to the bat roost, the doctor pro- 
cured a phonograph with a Joud-sounding disc 
and placed a man In charge, with Instructions 
to begin playing it early in the morning about 
the time the bats were due to return to . their 
roosts. 
The results were magical, as the bats 
refused to enter the house, and this drove them 
to the bat roost. 


Now, the doctor has the bats In the roost

search proved beyond a doubt that mosquitoes 
were responsible for this. 
In this Lake Mitchell 
district 
even 
animals 'became 
affected with 
malaria and died of i t 
When Dr. Campbell 
began his researches he found, that out of 
eighty-seven persons living in the vicinity of 
the lake, seventy-eight were afflicted with ma- 
laria. 
The lake is used as a disposal place 
for the city's sewage. 


How to do away with the malaria was Dr. 
Campbell's problem. 
Ke tackled It, and it took 
liim something like fourteen years and about 
$10,000 of his own money to do it 
That he 
has solved the prob'lem is proven by aflldavlts 
from persons living abput LaKe Mitchell, whicft 
show that before he' hit upon the "bat theory 
malaria was a continual scourge, while now it 
has practically disappeared. 


He reasoned that the way to get rid of 
malaria), was to get rid of the mosquito. 
This 
Could be done by dratnag^e aiid the use of oil oh 
iiie water, 
but these were expensive methods 
and required a ^continual outlay. 
What he 
wanted w^as a method effective, inexpensive aiid 
permanent. 
Continued study of' the subject ifid 
him to bielieVo that ther propagation, of (bats 
would' splve th^ problem at practically no ex- 
pense and possihly ^t a proflt 


Dr. CampbcU .«itarted out to flnd som? ?irtlO- 
clal habitation which wpuid prove equ^liy 
^ 
attractive as the natural bat roosts. 
His flrst' 
effort was a flat faiiure and the structure still 
stands without haying atti^cted a single ¿at. 
ErnW Thomi^spn ^et^^^ the distinguished nat- 
uralist, heard of i&r. Campbell's experiments 
and built a'place tp attract bats on his property 
in Connecticut, but it met with Just as great 
failure; 
. Then Dr. Campbell hit upon two Important 
facts regardinir bats, which, along with some 
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close to the lake, where they catch the mos- 
quitoes before they have had a chance to do 
Äny damage. 
He estimates that few of th« 
,mosquitoes 
now 
ever 
become infected 
with 
malaria, as. In order to do this, a human being 
with the disease must be litten and a period 
of seven days allowed for incubation inside th« 
mosquito before thé latter is capable of inocu- 
lating another person. 
OWing to the superior 
advantages the bat roost offers for propaga- 
tion and the preservation of the bats from their 
natural enemies by it, th® colony 
at 
Lak« 
Mitchell has increased sp rapidly that the mos- 
quitoes npw are killed before fhey i e t a chanc« 
to cause Infection. 


Dr. Campbell's experlmetit was so successful 
that with thé backlnif "of the Bex»r County 
Medical Society, San Antonio was induced to 
ëûild a bat roost in a thickly populated part of 
the city, where the conditions are (ftvorable to 
msüaria.

"Mothers' pension bill for Indiana? 


Why not? 


"Indiana is the only lar<;e state ol 


the Uuioii that has not adopted such 
<< 


law. 'Twenty-sbc states already have, 
it; why not Indiana? 
Indiana has as 


many dependent 
mothers as Illinois. 


Ohio, New 
York 
and other status. 


These states see the advisability 
ui 


such a law, why cau not Indiana'; 


"The system of pensioning good moth- 


ers of dependent children, euactcd into 
law four years a^o by the Illinois leg- 
islature, is such a great success in its 
operation 
that 
it is 
revolutionizing 


methods of organized 
Charity every- 


where, and our state should not he the 
last, but rather the first to adopt this 
liner method of saviuj; children. 


"The old iuhumau, worn out, imprac- 


tical method is to take children away 
fruiu their mothers, and send them, tu 
institutions at an expense to taxpay- 
ers of three times what it takes to ptiy 
the mothers io take care of their own 
children iu their own homes. In the old 
way the mother's heart is broken aud 
children are made motherless. 


"Think what this .would mean to you 


well-to-do mothers, if an officer arrived 
at your home today with" a warrant au- 
thorizing him to-take all of your chil- 
dren away from you/and place each in 
a different institution. • 


"How would you feel? 
What would 


you do? Would you say, 'I am thank- 
ful to the law, that relieves me of the 
companionship aud 
iovo 
of my owu 


children. 
I know I shall BOOH forget 


all about them. I know that my chil- 
dren raised in an institution withou't 
mother Iovo will be so thoroughly dis- 
ciplined and institutionalized that they 
will grow to line men and womcu and 
forget they ever had a mother.' 


"Would you say 'Institutions are so 


highly systematized 
thai all children 


should, be raised on the institution plan', 
without mother and father, without love 
and affection, without sisters and broth- 
ers, without home and happiness?' Would 
any mother with a true mother's heart 
1'cel like the above "when these little 
lives were given to her to take care of 
and to rear properly? You simply would 
lock the doors and bolt your windows 
and threaten to shoot the lirst person 
who attempted to take yuur children 
from 3'ou. 


"Would you fight to the last ditch; 


share your. last crumb and work your 
lingers .to the bone to save j'our children 
tu yourself? 


"1'oor mothers lovp the companionship 


of their children. 
They say, 'God has 


joined these children to me by the great 
tie of motherhood. They are mine until 
death part us.' 
Some mothers think 


their children more dear to them than 
life itself. 
Do you? Then, why take 


away the children from a mother who 
is poor, as the law of our state does 
now aud has done in the past for many 
years.

"Why should a dollar be a separator 


of ruother aud child? 
Why not have 


Indiana adopt the mothers' pension sys- 
tem just as the state of Illinois has 
done, aud save the homes, save the tax 
.payers • money and save ourselves the 
disgrace and dishonor of being in tht 
business of breaking the hearts of good 
mothers by legally 
kidnapping their

"(Jhild . poverty should . be abolished 


in .Indiana by means of the mothers' 
pension system. 
The mothers' pension 


system was adopted in I'JH in Illinois. 
In live- years it has spread to other 
states, Indiana beiug 
the only large 


northern- state that does not pension 
mothers of dependent children. 


'•The mothers' pension law begins to. 


save money for the tax payers as soon 
as it is in • force. 
Indiana tax payers 


now pay from ten to fifteen dollars a 
month to orphan homes and other in- 
stitutions for taking 
care- of children 


whose mothers are living. Mothers can 
,ake care of their own children at less 
expense. Mothers are lilted by nature 
;o take care of children.

'Children raised in institutions are 


eipected- to return to family life some- 
time. When they grow up and get mar- 
ried they do not know how to keep 
iiouse and many fail and their failure id 
an expense to tax payers. 


"Children weakened by poverty and 


disgraced by charity are usually unable 
to make good in life. 
No man could 


raise a horse on half rations and expect 
to do well. But Indiana is raising chil- 
dren who never have enough to eat; 
their homes are insanitary and they are 
not given .a mother's care because the 
mother must do washings for the chil- 
dren of sonic other women. 


"Mothers can not be both bread win- 


ners and mothers. It is all that most 
fathers and mothers can do to raise a 
family. 
When the father dies, or goes 


to a hospital, to jail, or deserts, and tli« 
mother is left with two jobs, she fails 
at both. 


"In addition to the saving to tax 


pa}'ers, the pension system is Christian 
legislature. , It preserve homes and gives 
children and their mothers a chance to 
be together.

BIRD of ill-omen.

by Pliny and other ancient 
naturalists, and if one were 
to judge by appearances 
only he might a*re« ivith 
those wise men. But th« 
•world has turned several 
times, since the days of 
Pliny, and while '• on* may 


fcdmire him and his works still, in' the light"ai • ' 
events that havo transpired since Inert", one""' 
must agree that there werfc lots of, things Pliny 
had to learn. 


One can but regret that he didn't live longer, 


even until the present day. The world might 
have been better with more men of tho Plin." 
type, and he would have made his mark to 
some way or other in the twentieth century. 
There were many -things he didn't know, but he 
would have learned. 


Yet, it has taken the world a long time to 


tppreciate the bat. In the. first place, its very 
appearance is against it. It Is one of the most/ 
horrible-looking creatures imaginable. It would 
appear to be a cross between a bird and a 
"mouse. . A creature of the night, looking like 
Gome monster on a diminutive scale, with its 
horrible snapping mouth, its furred body and 
the wings, or membrane, which connects ita 
clawed limbs, it more than any other creature 
resembles those pictures of Satan, In which 
the king of hades is represented with a pair of 
gigantic membrane wings. It stands out along 
In zoology. 


It Inspires more terror than the snake. There 


Is something more mysterious, more terrifying, 
about it than about the snake. The snake is a 
creature of. the daytime and it makes its way 
noiselessly about, which is one of, the most re- 
pulsive features. 


A man with rubber fieels, coming up behind 


you on a dark night, or even in daytime, In- 
•pirfe* a sort of. surprised terror. "Well, that is 
how. the snalio acts on most people. It never 
makes a noise, unless it should take a fancy to 
hiss, as some species do when aroused, or mer- 
rily shake its rattles, as the rattlesnake has a 
ha'bit of doing, and it is this noiselessness 
tfhich inspires the feeling against the snake. 


As a matter of fact the snake, as a. rule, is 


. E very harmless animal. There are some which 


might bite you occasionally, but the averaga 
make, the black or other field snakes, merely 
feeds on insects which destroy crops. And this 
Is something which humanity has learned since 
the days of Pliny. Of course one cannot say 


/ 
V good word for the rattlesnake, the conperhead, 
the poisonous moccasin, the boa constrictor and 
tho poisonous snakes of India, but the non- 
poisonous snake is a very well-behaved creature, 
although it causes the same shudders to shako 
the human frame as would a^ poisonous snako 
when the human unexpectedly encounters ono 
Df them. . 


Pliny and his contemporaries classed the bat 


as a- bird, while zoologists of a later day say 
It is not a bird tiut a mammal. It is not a bird, 
because no conventional bird will suckle its 
young.

When Dr. Campbell built his second bat roost 


at Lake .Mitchell he made some changes In th« 
interior construction and then placed in It a 
quantity of guano and also sprayed the struc- 
ture with a mixture that gave oft the odor of 
guano. The result was that the hats began to 
uso the structure almost at once. 
i 


Houses around Lake Mitchell were BO much 


Infested with bats that one or two of them 
were almost uninhabitable and efforts \ver» 
being made to kill them off. Such houses wer« 
practically free from malaria. In order to get 
them to take to the bat roost, the doctor pro- 
cured a phonograph with a, loud-sounding dise 
and placed a man in charge, with instructions 
to begin playing It early in the morning about 
the time the bats were duo to return to their 
roosts. The results were magical, as the bats 
refused to enter the house, and this drove them 
to the bat roost.

search proved beyond a doubt that mosquitoes 
were responsible for this. In this Lake Mitchell 
district even animals became affected with 
malaria and died ot it. 
When Dr. Campbell 


began his researches ho found that out of 
eighty-seven persons living In the vicinity of 
the lake, seventy-eight were afflicted with ma- 
laria. The lake is used as a disposal place 
for tho city's sewage. 


How to do away with the malaria was Dr. 


Campbell's problem. He tackled it. and it took 
him something like fourteen years and about 
ilO.'W of his own money Ho do it 
That he 


has solved the jiroblem is proven by affidavits 
from persons living about J^aHo Mitchell, which 
show that before lie hit upon the bat theory 
malaria v.-as a continual scourge, while now it 
has practically disappeared. 


He reasoned that the way to pet rid ot 


malaria was to set rid of the mosquito. This 
could be done by drainage and the use of oil on 
the water, but these were expensive methods 
and required a continual outlay. 
What he 


wanted was a method effective, inexpensive and 
permanent. Continued study of the subject led 
him to believe that the propagation of bats 
would solve the problem at practically no ex- 
pense and possibly at a profit. 


Dr. Campbell started out to find some artifi- 


cial habitation which would prove equally as 
attractive as the natural hat roosts. 
His first 


effort was a flat failure and the structure still 
stands without having attracted a sinfrle bat. 


close to the lake, where they catch the mos- 
quitoes before they have had a chance to do 
any damage. 
He estimates that. few of the 


mosquitoes now ever become infected with 
malaria, as, In order to do this, a human being 
with the disease must be bitten and a period 
of seven days allowed for incubation inside the 
mosquito before the latter is capable of inocu- 
latinK another person. Owing to the superior 
advantages tho bat roost offers for propaga- 
tion and the preservation of the bats from their 
natural enemies fay it. the colony at Lakt 
Mitchell has increased so rapidly that the mos- 
quitoes now are killed before they get a chanc* 
to cause infection. 


Dr. Campbell's experiment was so successful 


that, with the backing of the Bexar County 
Medical Society. San Antonio was induced to 
build a bat roost in a thickly populated part of 
the city, where the conditions ore favorable to 
malaria. 
While the roost is as yet new and 


has but a comparatively small colony of bats, 
malaria in thai-district is on the decrease. Th» 
city has also passed an ordinance prohibiting 
the killing of bats, and a state law to that 
effect was favorably recommended at the last 
session of tlm. Legislature, bat failed to come 
up before adjournment.

eases in the country, and is the cause of th« 
loss of millions of dollars annually, as well as 
many lives, malaria not only causing death of
